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Racing plan leaves local track in the dark 


Fort Erie Times 

The Ontario Horse 
Racing Industry 

Association (OHRIA) has 
a plan for the province, 
but Fort Erie doesn't 
seem to be on the bene- 
fitting end of it. 

Titled the "plan for the 
future," the proposal sug¬ 
gests continued support 
from the government, but 
also implies that all race 
dates from the Fort Erie 
Racetrack would be 
moved to Woodbine... 
since the local 115-year- 
border oval is known to 
host 'B-level' racing at 
the facility, 
compared to the 
'A-level' compe¬ 
tition at the 
Toronto track. 

The plan is 
designed to be a 
recommenda¬ 
tion to the 
Ontario govern¬ 
ment to work 
with the indus¬ 
try and hopeful¬ 
ly find a sustain¬ 
able solution to 
support horse 

The OHRIA 
has also formed 
a panel to con¬ 
trol the proposal 
with 18 mem¬ 
bers to sit on it, 

16 of them are 
from 
Woodbine... 
which Fort Erie 
Live Racing 


Consortium chief execu¬ 
tive officer Jim Thibert 
takes exception to. 

The plan recommends 
cutting down the number 
of thoroughbred race 
dates in 2013 across the 
province from 243 to 167 
and total dates in Ontario 
at all tracks from 1540 to 
797. 

In a letter written to the 
OHRIA's transition panel, 
Thibert expressed his 
concerns in detail. 

"I can assure you that 
without equivocation, we 
at Fort Erie are not sup¬ 
portive of this plan and 
for very good reasons," 
he said in his address.

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Historical author responds to feud over flags in Ridgeway 


Dear Editor, 


I am the historian that Mr. 
Derrick Dea of the Ridgeway 
BIA is quoted in the Fort Erie 
Times claiming my input in 
the BIA’s choice of the 
municipal banner image to 
commemorate the 1866 
Batde of Ridgeway, which 
Mr. Dea also mistakenly 
states appeared In my book, 
Ridgeway: The American 
Fenian Invasion and the 
1866 Battle That Made 
Canada. 

That image chosen by the 
BIA is a contemporary 
American Fenian propagan¬ 
da image with no historical 
veracity and does not appear 
in the pages of my book and 
I was not directly consulted 
by the BIA about its use as a 
municipal banner. It is 
entirely inappropriate and 
offensive for that purpose. I 
am, however, instrumental 
in how that image came to 
be chosen by the BIA and 
must take some of the 
responsibility. 

In November 2011, under 
the impression that they 
were to be used to promote a 
reception for my book and a 
conference on the Battle of 
Ridgeway at a literary week¬ 
end scheduled in June 2012, 
I furnished the Ridgeway 
Reads Literary Festival with 
two images. My understand¬ 
ing was that the images 
would be used during the 
Festival on a temporary ban¬ 
ner that would come down 
after the festival. Since no 
iconic images existed from 
the Canadian point-of-view 
and because these images 
were in dramatic colour suit¬ 
able for large format imag¬ 
ing, I senttwo historic Fenian 


propaganda images: one 
horizontal, a well-known 
but historically inaccurate 
American Fenian depiction 
of the two sides clashing in 
line formation, which appar¬ 
ently hangs or has hung in 
the Ridgeway High School 
and is familiar to most 
Canadians and frequendy 
appears in our text books, 
and a lesser-known vertical 
image, called "The Green 
Over the Red” depicting a 
victorious Fenian standing 
proudly over three dead or 
wounded redcoats and a 
fourth soldier humiliated 
and begging for mercy, also 
an exaggerated Fenian pro¬ 
paganda image produced in 
the United States, which the 
BIA chose to adopt for use 
on a permanent municipal 
commemorative banner 
without my knowledge. 

I suspect that the particu¬ 
lar image was chosen only 
because it fit neatly the verti¬ 
cal format of the banners 
and for its colourful ‘visibili¬ 
ty’ from street level and its 
inherent drama. (Those 
were precisely the reasons 
why I chose it to promote my 
book at the literary festival.) 
The other image, the hori¬ 
zontal one, would have had 
to be reduced or cropped 
and enlarged to fit that for¬ 
mat and might have been 
less ‘readable.’ Those were 
the only two images submit¬ 
ted on the assumption that 
they were temporary images 
for BIA-sponsored banners 
promoting the literary event 
and not permanent munici¬ 
pal historical commemora¬ 
tive installations. 

Upon arriving in Ridgeway 
on June 2, to participate in 
the Festival, I was shocked 
to see that the Fenian propa¬ 


ganda image was adopted as 
a permanent municipal 
iconic commemorative 
device on twelve banners 
attached to lamp posts in 
the town centre! Being a 
guest in Ridgeway, and see¬ 
ing that the banners had 
now been printed and 
installed, I thought it impo¬ 
lite to raise the issue with my 
kind hosts and hoped 
nobody would know enough 
to be offended by the choice. 
My silence was my mistake 
in underestimating the 
Canadian historical intellect 
and our people’s vigour to 
defend our national heritage 
and I commend the citizens 
of Ridgeway who came out 
to protest the choice of that 
image and the elegant way 
they chose to express their 
frustration. 

The objections raised by 
Rick Doan and his Fenian 
Soakers are not as some 
allege a question of 'chang¬ 
ing history’ or even about 
the 'accurate depiction’ of 
what actually happened at 
Ridgeway, but of the iconic 
intent of the original image 
and its current use as a 
memorial symbol in a per¬ 
manent municipal display 
intending to commemorate 
the town of Ridgeway’s place 
in Canada’s historic military 
heritage. As such, the use of 
an exaggerated Fenian pro¬ 
paganda poster for such a 
purpose, is no more appro¬ 
priate then commemorating 
Canada’s military heritage in 
the Raid on Dieppe in 1942, 
a battle we lost, with a Nazi 
propaganda poster celebrat¬ 
ing the German victory over 
Canadian troops, or com¬ 
memorating Canada’s role 
in Afghanistan using a 
Taliban poster portraying a 


successful insurgent attack 
against a Canadian patrol, 
even if historically correct 
(not that I intend here to 
suggest that the Irish repub¬ 
lican Fenian insurgents were 
akin to Nazis or the 
Taliban.) 

I commend the BIA’s deci¬ 
sion to commemorate the 
Batde of Ridgeway, butnever 
being in direct contact with 
them, through an error of 
miscommunication, Mr. 
Derrick Dea and the BIA act¬ 
ing in good faith drew upon 
the image for an entirely dif¬ 
ferent purpose than I had 
thought it was intended for 
when I first submitted it to 
the Ridgeway Reads Literary 
Festival in November 2011. 

That image, however, 
remains entirely inappropri¬ 
ate for an iconic commemo¬ 
rative purpose. The argu¬ 
ment that the image is a his¬ 
torically accurate represen¬ 
tation of the defeat of the 
Canadian militia atRidgeway 
is not exactly valid either. 
Before theBattieofRidgeway, 
the Fenians were headed 
towards the Welland Canal, 
an although they were victo¬ 
rious at Ridgeway, in the 
wake of the resolute defence 
put up by the Canadians, the 
Fenians were shaken and 
turned back for the safety of 
Fort Erie across the river 
from their home base in 
Buffalo. (One must not for¬ 
get that as many Fenians 
were killed at Ridgeway as 
Canadians.) 

The use of that propagan- 
distic image of a Fenian 
insurgent with prostrate 
Canadian troops at his feet 
as a municipal commemo¬ 
rative device is not even 
appropriate for the lamp 
posts of Dublin today, as 


there is currently underway 
between the Irish peoples 
and those of Britain an his¬ 
toric ongoing reconciliation 
process towards a perma¬ 
nent peace, as represented 
by Her Majesty’s ground 
breaking visit to Ireland last 
year when she laid a wreath 
at the Garden of 
Remembrance in Dublin, 
which honours republicans 
who died fighting British 
rule, and her recent historic 
meeting in Belfast in June 
with Sinn Fein MP Martin 
McGuinness, a former IRA 
commander. The use of that 
image municipally is out of 
step with these positive his¬ 
torical developments on 
both sides of what we hope 
after centuries is now a late 
past conflict. 

Please let me know how I 
can help to fix this. I am 
prepared to meet with the 
Ridgeway BIA to explain this 
issue to them from a histori¬ 
ans point-of-view, help them 
choose a different image to 
commemorate the battle 
that does not depict the 
humiliation of either side, 
but most importantly, an 
image appropriate for com¬ 
memorating an event in 
which Canadians bravely fell 
during a defence of our 
home against a foreign 
invading insurgent enemy. 
Perhaps an image can be 
taken from Paul Gosen’s new 
mural in the town, or an 
image of a figure from the 
1866 Volunteers Monument 
at Queen’s Park, or portraits 
of the actual soldiers who 
fell at Ridgeway, or even a 
cropped version of the other 
(more neutral) iconic image 
of the two sides equally 
clashing, even if historically 
inaccurate, familiar to every¬ 


one. I am prepared to find 
and propose appropriate 
alternative images for a com¬ 
memorative purpose to 
replace the current one. 
(Although I would argue that 
one or two of the current 
one, if used among others, 
would be acceptable as it 
would no longer be the sin- 

image, but part of the 
'stream' of historical images 
which would soften its icon¬ 
ic power with a broader his¬ 
torical veracity. But as a 
'definitive' commemorative 
symbol by itself, that image 
is inappropriate.) 

As well, I am prepared to 
donate $200 towards the 
printing of new banners 

mental in this unfortunate 
misunderstanding. 

The intentions of the 
Ridgeway BIA are com¬ 
mendable and I understand 
in these tough economic 
times their initial gut reac¬ 
tion “you cannot please 
everybody” and that the 
image is “historically accu¬ 
rate" and “we are sticking to 
our guns.”

Search for new CAO is 
back on at Town Hall

Fort Erie’s search for a new 
Chief Administrative Officer 
is back on. 

After an extensive evalua¬ 
tion process, the Town 
extended an offer of employ¬ 
ment to an external candidate 
in mid-July. However, the 
offer has now been withdrawn 
after the Town and the candi¬ 
date were unable to come to 
terms on an employment 
agreement. 

Council will meet in early 
September to consider its 


options. In the meantime, 
Ron Tripp will continue to 
serve as Interim CAO, a posi¬ 
tion he assumed in August 
2011. 

The search for a new Chief 
Administrative Officer began 
last fall following the resigna¬ 
tion of Harry Schlange who 
accepted a position with an 
Ottawa-area provider of med¬ 
ical laboratory services. 

The offer made to the can¬ 
didate was very similar to 
what Schlange earned while 
in Fort Erie, said mayor Doug 
Martin. 

"In essence, it was the same 


contract." 

No meeting was called to 
withdraw the offer, but all 
members of council were 
contacted on the matter and 
were asked to either show 
support or opposition to con¬ 
tinuing the search. 

Martin said the majority of 
council voted in favour. 

The search won't get back 
into full swing until 
September, when less mem¬ 
bers of council and Town staff 
are taking vacations. 

All discussions related to 
this matter have been con¬ 
ducted in closed session.

Move on from Bay 
Beach, says mayor

It's time to look ahead and 
focus on Fort Erie's future. 

It's time to stop talking 
about the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project, says mayor 
Doug Martin. 

Last week, the final 
approval needed from coun¬ 
cil was given, with the major¬ 
ity of all seven local politi¬ 
cians voting in favour of 
accepting the overall benefit 
permit on the Fowler's Toad 
issued by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. 

At the meeting, after hours 
of dialogue that picked the 
permit apart, Martin 
expressed his frustration 
that the condo project at the 
beach has already been 
approved, passed an Ontario 
Municipal Board Hearing 
and two lawsuits already... 
yet it is still challenged by 
some members of council. 

"We're trying to move for¬ 
ward on this, but it seems 
every week it gets brought 


back up again," said Martin 
when speaking to the Fort 
Erie Times this week. 

There are more important 
items that need council's 
attention like the black cloud 
hanging over the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, along with the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 

"Hopefully we can put this 
behind us and start address¬ 
ing other things to move this 
town forward," said Martin. 

Martin, who has been sup¬ 
portive of the project since it 
was introduced over three 
years ago, understands it is 
the right of residents and 
members of council to 
express their opinions, but 
there has to be a time, almost 
two years after the election 
that differences need to be 
put aside over one specific 

"There comes a time when 
enough is enough," said 
Martin. 

The next step will involve 
the developer seeking a 
building permit.

FEED your lawn with compost and leave grass 
clippings where they fall for nutrient recycling. 
If soil is compacted, AERATE in the fall. This 
helps oxygen, water and nutrients reach the 
roots. 

MOW HIGH to promote vigorous growth, 
prevent weeds and discourage insect pests. 
OVERSEED thinned areas or choose alternate 
ground covers in difficult spots. 

REPLACE grass with paving stones or mulch in 
heavy traffic areas. 

CHECK the lawn regularly to detect pests and 
other problems early. 

DISCOVER that healthy lawns are less 
susceptible to pest problems. 

ENJOY a healthy lawn that is a healthy place 
to relax. 

SPRINKLERS - try to use your sprinklers 
in early morning or evening. The average 
lawn needs about one hour of watering 
per week. In summer, outdoor water 
usage accounts for 40% of household 
water bills.
